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Claims 109-115 are indicated by the Examiner to be drawn to a "Dice Game", 
Claims 90-102, 104-108 are also drawn to a "Dice Game". Both Invention Groups XII 
and XIV are classified in class 463, subclass 17 and would not require a different field of 
search. Further, we are dealing with the particulars of a combination and a 
subcombination. Therefore, Applicants hereby traverse the separate classification of 
these two Groups in view of this logical relationship and request that Invention Group 
XII and Invention Group XIV be combined for examination. 

Applicants also do not necessarily concur in the way that the Examiner has 
grouped the Claims. Applicant's acquiescence in this restriction requirement is not to be 
taken as any admission of the merit of or accuracy of the positions taken by the Examiner 
in this non-substantive Office Action. 
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
